Jack Best -was born in Sommerset- 


shiro, England, on December 14, 1845. 
From his early boyhood until the time 
tie came to America in 1886, he was 
a tanner .by trade but was interested 
in all sports and athletics. Boxing 
was his chief hobby. 
In 1886, he 


came to America and settled at Crete, 
Neb. 
During the following two years, 


he followed his sporting hobbies. 


In 1888, Jack Best came to Lincoln 


on a job of cement laying in 
the 


Armory. While working on this job, 
he was offered a nightwatchman's po- 
sition at the university. He accepted 
this position and thru 
Lieutenant 


Pershing, who was at that time at the 
university, made a reputation as a 
booster of athletic endeavor. 
With 


the influence of Lieutenant Pershing 
Jack Best was appointed as boxing in- 
structor ad anihJetic trainer. During 
the past thirty-five years, with the 
growth of the institution, his responsi- 
bility and attention has been given to 
training and taking care of all of Ne- 
braska's athletic teams. It has been 
he who has cheered winning squads 
and comforted defeated aggregations.

"What he. is sub- 
mitting, however, gives him all power 
of appointment, and leaves the other 
executive officers the cold comfort of 
membership on an executive council 
that will have as its principal re- 
sponsibility that which the democratic 
appointees do.

Minority Leader Attempts to Offer 


Explanation But Members in 


, No Mood for Political 


Interference. 


The house indicated emphatically 


Tuesday that it has no taste for the 
goernor's proposal- to check off the ap- 
propriation for the eradication of tu- 
berculosis. 
Altho Minority Leader 


Osterman attempted to explain what 
the governor meant, H. R. 119 was 
advanced to third reading In craamit- 
tee of the whole. The vote or-, this 
emergency measure was unanimous. 


The bill was introduced hy Repre- 


sentative Keifer. It carries an appro- 
priation of $75,000 to carry on the 
work of eradication of tuberculosis to 
the end of the state fiscal year. The 
government will match this appropria- 
tion with 173,000. Altho Representa- 
tive Bock and other prominent demo- 
crats spoke strongly in favor of the 
appropriation, Messrs Osterman and 
Beushausen, both of tbet minority, 
tried to ' block advancement of the 
measure to the-top of- the general vie 
list. 


Representative Jacoby, also of the 


democratic minority; indicated that he 
expects to throw something of a 
wrench into the governor's program. 
He proposed an amendment to the 
emergency" measure to "make inspec- 
tion compulsory in all cattle herds 
but withdrew the same when Repre- 
sentatives Keifer and Hughes prorn^ 
ised to support him in his promised at- 
tempt to provide for" compulsory in- 
spection in the general appropriation 
bill for the next biennium. 


Mr. Osterman Explains. 


"What the governor meant in Ms 


message," said Mr. Osterman,' '"was 
'that too many herds are escaping in- 
spection. 
That's the point he was 


getting but." 
" .But, other members could not;forget 
that Governor .Bryan said tuberculosis 
among cattle can eradicate t itself > in 
two" anCfone-halt~years and that ap- 
propriations to eradicate. bovine'-tu- 
berculosis are'for'the benefit"'of the 
packers and the stockyards. 
"This measure IB of no benefit to 


the packers," said Mr. Hughes who is 
directly connected with the stockyard 
Induustry of Omaha. "The cost of 
packing house inspection is. borne by 
the government. This measure is for 
the testing of milk stock on the farm. 
It. Is for the protection of your chil- 
dren. It lifts the-burden of total-loss 
from the farmer and dairyman in case 
of condemned cattlel You heard on 
this floor that tuberculosis can be 
stamped out in two and one-half years. 
It never-will be eradicated." 


Mr. Keifer .said, that tuberculosis is

mortgage. No more than $25,000 may 
be loaned to any one person.

Applications 
for loans are to be 


made to-the board, and if it is com- 
pelled to foreclose it has the right to 
bid in the land. If the land is In an 
irrigation district the state mortgage 
shall be superior. The bill goes into 
great detail as to how the whole plan 
shall be carried out. 


A bill Is pending in the senate which 


would allow'the board to invest the 
funds in irrigation district warrants, 
and several other plans 'are brewing 
for investment of this big fund in ways 
that would mean its entire use would 
be confined to the state.

The shooting of M. Plateau, general 


secretary ot L'Action Franchise, mon- 
archist organ, was not premeditated, 
Mile. Berton disclosed. She had -in- 
tended to lull Deputy Leon Daudet, 
bon of the famous author, a prominent 
royalist, she declared. After repeated 
attempts to lure Daudet to a rendez- 
vous had failed. Mile. Berton went to 
the offices of the paper, owned by the 
deputy and ended by shooting the edi- 
tor."Tell the communists I did my 
duty," was her only message.

Under the terms of a 
bill

duced In the house Tuesday by Rep- 
resentative Wells of Jefferson county 
every incorporated town and village 
and city in the state must have, a tele- 
phone exchange. It reaulres the es- 
tablishment of a central otfice and 
switchboard by one or more compan- 
ies, but makes no proision for seeing 
that one or more companies puts one 
In or maintains it. 


The real object of the bill is to pre- 


vent the Lincoln company from aban- 
doning the exchange at Endicott. The 
company recently told the railway 
commission and the people served 
tliat it -would have to abandon the ex- 
change because it was losing money 
and woudl substitute service from the 
Steele City exchange. Mr. Wslls sat 
in a conference between the company, 
several persons from Endicott and 
the commission, but no decision was 
reached as the town people, who once 
owned the exchange, decline to buy it 
back. 


Mr. Wells' bill prohibits the discon- 


tinuance of an exchange once estab- 
lished unless 60 per cent of the sub- 
sscribers petition for discontinuance.

One Thousand Crates Manufactured 


in TJ. S. Laboratory Only to 


Be Smashed Again. 


MADISON, Wis., Jan. 
23.—One 


thousand

crates, using up 26,000 feei" of Cali- 
fornia yelow pine, are being: manufac- 
tured at the United States 
forest 


products laboratory here for the ex- 
press purpose of being smashed. 


The word "express" above is In- 


tended as a pun. The boxes -vrill be 
broken scientifically 
by Btraln-and- 


stress machines resembling the tor- 
ture wheels of the Spanish Inquisition, 
to determine their fitness to "withstand 
the bumps of shipping. 


Some of these tests will attempt to 


determine the proper thicknesses of 
material to be used in crates and 
boxes for shipping, the proper kinds 
of nailing, some to improve the design 
of wooden crates, and others will be 
to work out the best form of metal 
strapping and other bindings. 


Each box -will be tested on a giant 


drum wheel to see how many hard 
•mocks the boxes will stand before 
spilling their contents. 


The data secured will be made 


available to the big shippers of the 
country, to aid them in efficiency and 
the elimination of waste thru con- 
tainer breakage.

He was 
assistant secretary of the treasury 
rmtil last August, when he resigned, 
following a dispute with Internal 
Revenue Collector and Secretary Mel- 
lon over patronage. 


"Obregon is stronger than ever. He 


is optimistic and confident of con- 
tinued success," Dover 
Bald. 
"The 


Mexican congress is strongly support- 
Ing his administration. For two years 
he has maintained a stable govern- 
ment and peace has been restored on 
a firm basis. Agriculture has been 
rehabilitated and the people are in- 
dustrious and contented. Many public 
schools have been established, and the 
armv has been reduced from 150,000 
to 75,000. 


"The great need of Mexico is foreign 


capital to develop natural resources 
in which Mexico is one of the richest 
countries in the -world. The govern- 
ment policy is to encourage foreign 
capital to come in. 


"The huge oil concessions just 


granted Americans under the terms of 
the new constitution are instances of 
that desire for development by foreign 
capital. However, no very great in- 
flux of American money into Mexico 
can be efpected until after America 
recognizes the Mexican government— 
and unfortunately there seems to be 
no way out of the present deadlock."

The fourteenth annual convention 


of the League of Nebraska Munici- 
palities opened Tuesday afternoon for 
a session of three days at the Lincoln 
hotel.

braska. 


In his annual address to the conven- 


tion President William Madgett of 
Hastings, paid 
his respects to the 


state railway commission declaring 
that the best administered hamlet, 
town or city is one that has local men 
at the helm and not officials who live 
hundreds of miles away. He said 
that the most important problem be- 
fore every community now is the 
financial situation. He sees brighter 
times coming. Indications are, he 
says, of renewed prosperity. The 
banks show a satisfaction condition 
and the 
merchants 
have' handled 


their affairs so conservatively that 
few have suffered 
from 
a money 


shortage. 


He -warned municipalities that they 


must put the brakes on the extrava- 
gant use of the money of the people 
in nonproductive structures. He ar- 
dently advocated the planting of more 
trees urging the leaguevto back a 
state-wide tree planting <^mpaign. He 
•warned against the dangers of the 
public s-wimming pool.

I read the "Story of 
a Lincoln High School Set" .m the 
Journal a short time ago and I thought 
it might help me, but conditions are so 
much worse in real life than any stoiy 
dare print, that I am no better otf than 
before. 1 have urged my daughter to 
bring her young friends home, but she 
only answers that some ot these days 
she" is going to quit school, get a job 
aud go to a bqarding house.—Mother. 


A. Your daughter seems to be pass- 


ing thru the period which affects -most 
girls sooner or later—characterized by 
a desire to do something daring and 
different. Your child is indeed at the 
"Danger Age." All you can do for your 
girl is to make her see that you are 
interested only in her happiness and 
welfare. It is hard for youth to under- 
stand that there 
are 
many things 


which must not be done, even tho 
there is no actual wrong committed; 
Your daughter probably excuses her'- 
self on the ground that no real harm is 
taking place.

Berlin government, it_ was learned in 
diplomatic quarters fere. 


The specific complaint is lodged 


against 
orders of the 
inter-allied 


Rhineland commissidfa which directs 
German officials who collect customs 
and other revenue to turn this money 
ov er to the forces of occupation or the 
allies generall>. 


The note of protest from Germany 


declares such action is a violation of 
the law of nations, not alone in peace 
but in war, it is understood. 


The note condemns the alleged ac- 


tion of the French and Belgian occu- 
pation torces in causing the arrests 
of these German officials if they do 
not cany out the allied orders and 
do what Germany claims is equivalent 
to working against their own govern- 
ment.

Keeping the Man With the Ball in Sight—When to Guard 


the Other Player—How to Stop a Dribbler. 


NO. 8—DEFENSIVE PLAY.

At times during the course of the 


game while playing the defense an 
opponent will get in back of a player 
and maneuver from side to side while 
the ball is up at the other eud of the 
court. 
One should always keep the 


man and the ball in sight on the de- 
fense. There have been other sug- 
gestions, such as picking off, inter- 
cepting long passes, etc., but one's 
man and the ball are the two im- 
portant factors. 
The best thing for 


one to do is to feel in what direction 
one's man is traveling by touching 
him with either hand. 


All this time the player is also keep- 


ing his eye on the ball by facing in the 
direction" in which the ball is being 
passed about, regardless where his 
man may be. Just as soon as the 
player realizes that he is no longer 
touching his opponent he should turn 
quickly and get after him, irrespective 
of the location of the ball. Then as 
soon as he comes up with his man, 
let him turn immediately, for the 
ball may be coming in his direction. 


Ready to Leap. 


When playing an opponent who sets 


himself for a shot, a man should be 
ready to leap off his feet in order to 
block the ball. 
What often happens 


is that the shooter will make a bluff 
shot at the basket and as his man 
leaps off the ground, will then dribble 


him far be- 
around him and leave 
hind. It behooves t 
before he leaps. The 
approach his opponent carefully with 
his hand raised overhead, so as to 
disconcert the shooter and with atten- 
tion centered at both his feet so as to 
be able to go to the right or left with 
his man as the situation may require.

bear of every man or boy who has 
tackled the job of mounting a radio 
receiving set on a panel. For a year 
or more we have all been doing it, and 
have grow gray haired in the attempt 
to master the problem. 


During recent 
months, however, 


several firms have placed upon the 
market a little piece of apparatus 
which saves us 
every bit of this 


trouble and which, on that account, is 
well worth the price of something like 
two ddllars that the different makers 
are asking for it. 


This devise works on the principle 


of a rheostat. It has a knob on a dial 
over the front of the panel, and for the 
back of the panel it has a circular 
on the panel indicates which contact 


the panel. 


For this piece of apparatus it is, 


therefore, necessary to bore only a big 
hole for the shaft to revolve in, and 
the one or two holes for the set 
screws which are to hold it snug and 
tight against the panel. 


The contact points are also fine 


examples of the thought and care that 
are being given to radio to make the 
work as easy for novices as possible. 
One type which has 'particularly at- 
tracted my attention has a slit cut in 
the contact points and it is merely 
necessary to force the end of a wire 
into this slit, squeeze the two sides 
tightly together with the pliers and 
let a drop of solder fall upon it.

Al> Along the Line, Wisconsin 


Sociologist Declares. 


MADISON, Wis., Jan. 23.—Man is 


the handicapped half 
of 
humanity. 


Man's pugnacity, his tendency to pick 
a fight, a trait not possessed by the 
female of the species, is becoming a 
menace to the existence of the whole 
human race. 
This is the view of E. A- Ross, 


globe-trotter,"author of a score of 
,books on. sociology, and professor of 
sociology in the University of Wis- 
consin. 
The instinct of pugnacity developed 


along the lines of warfare bids fair to 
wipe the race out of existence, Ross 
believes." 
t 
"Our gentle friends, the army mili- 


tarists, depict how our country will 
send an immense fleet of airplanes 
dropping bombs which will poiscni 
whole enemy populations with their 
gas. The militarists of each of the 
other great powers plan to do the 
same thing to us, in case we should be 
the enemy. 
"So the next war conjures up the 


picture of the great fleets'of airplanes 
returning each to its country after 
having done a first-class job in extir- 
pating the other people and finding 
nobody alive to greet them. 


"Let us hope that these fleets will 


include some women aviators so that 
the "national stock will not completely 
disappear." 
Ross concludes from his observa- 


tions in.countries all over the world 
that women have a distinctive trait— 
the life-conserving instinct, which is 
more salutary and beneficial as man- 
kind^ evolves into a state of depen- 
dence of the individual on society. 


Studying opium-smokers in (Jhina, 


Ross found that in every case there 
were more men opium smokers than 
women. In the United States, the 
same is true of excess indulgence in 
strong drink. 


Women Not Gamblers. 


"Tears ago in Wyoming I saw a 


•young cowboy lose 'half his month's 
wages in, half an hour at the faro 
table. Since then I have asked at 
least fifty persons whether they had 
ever seen a working woman gamble 
away her wages, and I have not had- 
an affirmative answer," Ross said. 


"In October, 1917, when the fate of 


a Russian officer with his men was on 
a hair-trigger, I saw a Russian officer 
deliberately fiu himself up with home- 
brew, knowing perfectly veil that it 
would make a beast of him, which it 
did."I never,find women 'doing such 
idiotic things. It seems to me they 
have more self-control than men. The 
only way we men can dodge this nn- 
-palatable inference is by pretending 
that woman's hankerings are weak, as 
Tennyson did: 
" 'Woman is the lesser man and all thy 


passions matched with mine 


'Are as moonlight unto sanlight; and 


as water unto wine.' 
• Women Do' Their Duty. 


' "Bnt they can't pnt this fiction 
across because women sho~ grip on 
themselves all along the line. Into 
•whatever part of the 'world I .have 
gone, 1 have found the women doing 
their duty, as they saw it, better than 
the men were doing their duty."

speedily kill off the race, if allowed to 
fight as much as he please?. 
"He is precisely like a child playing 


•with matches in a powder magazine. 
He inherited an instinctive pugnacity 
established in him tens of ihocsaniis 
of jeara ago when men had nothing 
to fish* with but stones and clubs, 
and now he finds himself able to 3o»ss 
at will appalling forces of destruc- 
tion."

heard more alxmt finance at 


their weekly luncbfjon Tuesday ttian 
many of them had learned since they 
used to figure in francs and centimes. 
W. J. Vaught was the principal 
speaker, and as he had been given his 
choice of 
subjects, expounded 
the 


business cycle that Roger Babson and 
other authorities have made more or 
less familiar to the laity. 


"The cycle usually takes between 


four and five years to complete," Mr. 
Vaught said, "runing from the peak of 
prices and wages thru gradual depres- 
sion to the point where the bottom 
seems knocked out of everything, then 
back up to boom times. But it 
doesn't always run true to form, else 
some day we would all be wise to it 
and beat the game. Once in a while 
the cycle is completed in three years, 
sometimes it takes nearly five. 


"One of the most notible years in 


our recent history was 1919. One of 
the worst depressions we have ex- 
perienced, prevailed up to eighteen 
months ago. Last year was pros- 
perous, with high wages, brisk busi- 
ness, the largest amount of residence 
construction, ever known, and a record 
Christmas trade. Present indications 
are that 1923 will see a continuance 
of these conditions, but I do not want 
to be understood as making such a 
prediction—nobody but a fool would 
try to." 
Mr. Vaught explained how the stock 


market indicates the trend of business 
six or eight months in the future, and 
described some of the calamitous inci- 
dents in connection with the begin- 
ning and ending of the latest boom 
in the market He showed that the 
peak of prosperity was "always fol- 
lowed first by higher land prices, then 
lower interest and bond rates, and 
after the low point interest rates 
would go down and wages, stocks and 
bonds, land and commodity prices 
would increase until the peak-was 
reached again, and so on'in the same 
order, over and over.

Governor Bryan has honored a re- 


quisition from the governor of Minne- 
sota for the extradition of Emil Labs, 
a man charged with eloping with" a girl 
under eighteen years of age for the 
purpose of marrying her, all with the 
connivance of the girl. Under the law 
of Minnesota jiat kind of an elope- 
ment is called abduction if the parents 
of the girl did not give consent. In this 
case the father alleged the abduction 
was without his knowledge or consent. 


The girl in the case is Ruth Hagel, 


aged seventeen. Her mother is dead. 
She lived at her father's house in Mor- 
ristown township, Rice county, Minne- 
sota. On the night of December 31 she 
eloped, going to Hot Springs, S. D., 
and then to Rushville with her lover, 
Brail Labs. The penalty for abduction, 
under the Minnesota law is not to ex- 
ceed five years in the penitentiary or 
a fine'of $1,000 or both.

MEN AND THINGS 


Speaker Mathers' point Is well taken. 
The man 


who has courage enough to get up and point out 
waste or extravagance in the expenditure of school 
money is a better friend of the schools than the man 
who knows this be true and sits quietly by and allows 
it to continue without an effort to stop it. 
The only 


requirement is that a man's criticism of the schools 
be Intelligent, which is a polite way of saying that he 
knows what he is talking about. Too many of us give 
our opinion about matters without taking the trouble 
to ascertain what are all the facts. That's why radi- 
cals seldom get anywhere as counselors. 


There isn't any doubt aa to -what the members of the 


legislature will do about Governor Bryan's recommen- 
dations. 
They will study them and the conditions 


they are supposed to meet and act accordingly. 
That 


Is, If partisan politics can be kept out of the proposi- 
tion, which is always doubtful when political patronage 
16 made one of the prizes. Members of the legislature 
feel that they are Just as responsible for what they-do 
as Is the governor for what he does, and they .are not 
likely, generally speaking, to take his word for either 
conditions or remedies. They feel that as the arm of 
government that must determine a state's politics they 
must get their facts on straight before they act. 


An Episcopal clergyman in New York has been com- 


manded by his bishop to recant bis pulpit denial of the 
miraculous elements of the gospel, of the divinity or 
Jesus Christ and certain other fundamentals of Chris- 
tian faith, or get out of the church. That may sound 
rather harsh coming from the representative ~of a re- 
ligion of tolerance, but it is thoroly justifiable under 
church organization. Dr. Grant would not have been 
made rector of the church, whose pulpit he occupies 
If he had not proclaimed his belief in what that church 
stands for; it follows that if he chcanges his belief to 
the extent that it is opposed to that of the church, in- 
tellectual .honesty bids Mm resign his charge and let 
some other man who believes as the church does take 
up the work. A man may believe what he pleases, but 
he cannot do as he pleases.

We dont hear much these days about people selling 


Is it because it has become a 
commonplace transaction- and, therefore, .excites no 
comment or has the devil quit buying them because of 
the discovery that a soul that can be bought is not 
worth having?

A lad with brains enough 
to be state checker champion need not resort to force 
to get a living. My own theory Is that it is the result 
of the craze for money without the desire to work for 
it, which lias seized upon so many youths in these days, 
a variation of which is found in the fact that when a 
young man is hired these days usually his first inquiry 
is as to bis wages or salary and not as to his duties. 


. An experienced chool man who has had a great deal 
to do with boys and girls in their teens ages says that 
a lot of trouble Is caused by the unwisdom of well-to- 
do parents In supplying their boys with too mucn 
spending money.' He finds that most "of these fathers 


'; excuse It by saying that they want their boys'to havo 


a better time than they had in their youth. The school 
man's observation is that too much spending money is 
. not only bad. for the boy thus dowered, but it corrupts 


other boys whose fathers cannot or will not thus'sup- 
ply them, not only, in Ideals but in conduct. Some very 
distressing situations have resulted from the efforts 01 
the other boys to get into this sort of competition.
